These scandals of misrepresentation spring 
from a rotten borough system of congressional 
apportionment which it will be the duty of Mis- 
souri’s next Legislature to correct. The pres- 
ent congressional districts are based upon Mis- 
souri’s population as it was 20 years ago. That 
apportionment had become obsolete by 1940, 
but it survived. Today, after 20 years of steady 
shifts of population from farms and small towns 
to the cities, it stands as a travesty on the prin- 
ciples of democratic representation. : 

Missouri’s next Legislature must end the in- 
justice of rotten boroughs. It must reshape 
the congressional districts to fit the facts of 
Missouri life as they are and as they will be 
during the next decade. 


We publish herewith a map showing Mis- 
souri’s congressional districts as they now stand. 
The population of each district, according to the 
1960 census (preliminary figures), is shown in 
the following table, which lists them in the 
order of their size:

Reapportionment will be mandatory in the 
next Legislature because Missouri's congres- 
sional delegation, on the basis of the current 
census, will be cut from 13 to 11 members. It 
is clear from the above table where the cuts 
must come if Missourians are to be justly rep- 
resented. They must come chiefly in the rural 
areas of the stafe. It is the urban areas which 
have grown, and it is the St. Louis urban area 
which is now under-represented, 

With 11 Congressmen for the state, the norm 
for each district will be 359,000 persons. As a 
glance at the table will show, only one district 
—the St. Louis Eleventh—now approximates 
that size. 

St. Louis county alone has 404,000 population, 
but it now shares a Congressman with some 
241,000 residents of South St. Louis. St. Louis 
city and county together have three Congress- 
men, or one for each 419,000 persons; Kansas 
City and rural Jackson county together have 
two Congressmen, or one for each 268,781. 

There can be only one honest answer to such 
unjust representation. It is an apportionment 
that will distribute Missouri’s 11 Congressmen 
where the population is. 
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New Need for Rent Control 


The rent control proposals which Housing Ex- 
pediter Woods plans to propose to the lame- 
duck session of Congress represent a bare mini- 
mum. They would prevent millions of renters 
still under controls from being gouged while 
the Eighty-second Congress, convening in Janu- 
ary, makes up its mind what to do on a longer- 
range basis: They would prevent profiteering- 
minded landlords from taking advantage of new 
and. accentuated shortages that have occurred 
as a result,of the war in Korea. 

Some 600 communities with’a combined popu- 
lation around 20,000,000 have attested to the 
continuing housing -shortage by voting to re- 
tain controls to the end of next June instead 
of letting them expire at the end of this year, 
as they would otherwise have done. This af- 
firmation of need is substantial enough to en- 
courage Congress to extend the same protec- 
tion impartially to renters whose local officials 
have failed to provide them with needed pro- 
tection.

the eve of World War II, and he has opposed 
universal military training in the postwar years. 
He voted against implementing United States 
membership. in the United Nations, and fought 
the Atlantic Pact. So it would seem that his 
willingness to intervene in Formosa is incon- 
sistent and .furnishes support for Secretary 
Acheson’s remark that the man is “often in 


error, but never in doubt.” 


That Senator Taft is not devoid of political 
opportunism is suggested by his support of the 
goings-on of Senator McCarthy while he himself 
hints of a milder line toward Russia—short of 
appeasement, of course—for the sake of curbing 
inflation at home. Also, while he is obviously 
disturbed by inflation, he has been anything 
but a champion of controls. 

Such then is the Republican Senate leader 
who says that, while he is not a 1952 aspirant, 
he is open to a draft, the man who now has the 
prestige of that 430,000-vote victory in Ohio. 
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A High Type Colonel 

It was real nice of Col. Archibald W. Melchior, 
civil affairs officer of the United States First 
Army Corps, to go out and round up a bunch 
of high-type people to run a high-type govern- 
ment for Pyongyang. 

His job, he told Homer Bigart of the New 
York Herald Tribune, was made easier by the 
fact that you can always tell a high-type person 
from a low-type person in Korea. The high 
types dress better. And it just wouldn't do to 
have running the city a bunch of people whose 
clothes had been ruined by life in Communist 
jails or from living among the people in the 
rice paddies, 

Or course, as Col. Melchior observed, some 
of those high-type clothes may be hiding a 
sympathizer or collaborator, who could be only 
too happy to follow to the letter the colonel’s 
injunction to disarm people they didn't like. 

Mayhap among those flashy dressers is a 
thief or reactionary or two, who must be as 
surprised as the people they are now ruling 
by this sudden eminence. Col. Melchior biandly 
conceded that he did not know. Why not? Is it 
unreasonable to expect an Army Civil affairs 
officer to find out what kind of people he is 
appointing to the government? 

Is it unreasonable to expect the Army to 
have learned something from .the mistakes it 
made in 1945 in Germany, p larly Bavaria, 
when it went about the business of appointing 
temporary administrators? Is it unreasonable to 
expect the Army to appoint administrators who 
are known to believe in democracy and to have 
the best interests of their own people at heart? 

Some time the Army is going to learn that 
this sort of stupidity throws away all the gains 
that were made on the battlefield. ~~ 
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William Faulkner’s Nobel Prize 


Bestowal of the Nobel Prize for literature 
upon the American novelist,. William Faulkner, 
will probably be received with mixed emotions 
both here and abroad. Americans who are grati- 
fied that one of their countrymen should be so 
honored must also realize that the present era 
is hardly a golden age of the creative arts. 

But though giants aré not stalking through 
the world, Mr. Faulkner is no pigmy. He is a 
serious artist of force and penetration and has 
undoubtedly made a significant contribution “to 
the new American novelistic literature.” 

Faulkner's special theme is the New South, 
its behavior amidst a decaying tradition and its 
characteristic projection of psychological hang- 
overs. In his earlier successes, “Sanctuary” and 
“Light in August,” his writing is so thoroughly 
subjective that the reader'‘is justified in identi- 
fying the country described only as “Interior 
Faulkner.” Descriptions are’ moré explicit in his 
other stories, and thongh he never discards a 


certain obliqueness, his ideas do fall into a 


discernible pattern. _ 

Faulkner has sed of offering a 
specific “Southern ge des» for: the race prob- 
lem which is not sensidiy different from the 
formula: “Leave us alone and we'll work it out.” 
Undoubtedly he does believe that Southerners 
must be the ones to ‘work it out and that the 
solution will occur through an opeepion of the 
people’s guilt complex. .

Urban Redevelopment Authority of Pittsburgh. Initial cost is 
estimated variously from $35,000,000 to $50,000,000, eventual invest- 
ment at $75,000,000 or more. 

The site, which will be completely made over, is a run-down, 
wornout area at the edge of the established business district in 
Pittsburgh’s Golden Triangle. 


This isn’t a plan—it’s a pro- 
ject actually under way. The 
authority is buying the land and 
already has a good start on wreck- 
ing many of the o'i buildings. It 
is even razing a few larger struc- 


Large business concerns which 
have signed leases as prospective 
tenants of Gateway Center in- 
clude Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Corp., Westinghouse Electric 
Corp., People’s Natural Gas Co., |:

Two-thirds or more of the office 
space in these structures has been 
leased already. Five principal 
tenants signed up before archi- 
tects had put paper on their 
boards. 

The buildings will be sur- 
rounded by broad grounds, which 
will be treated as gardens. Here, 
for the first time anywhere in the 
world, according to John P. Robin, 
youthful and energetic executive 
director of the authority, sky- 
scrapers are being laid out in a 
wide-open setting.

As a result Yamagami is now 
commanding more than 3000 po- 
lice reserve recruits at Camp Kuri- 
hama, about 50 miles from Tokyo, 
Like most of his troops—police- 
men—Yamagami feels at home in 
hig job. He was a cavalry lieu- 
tenant in the Japanese army in 
North China when the war ended. 

Yamagami was selected for his 
job because of his “military and 
social background.” After getting 
clearance from the local police 
chief he went off to Eta Jima to 
officers’ training school, There = 
spe many old friends from war 


He He got his training from Ameri- 
can army officers. When I asked 
him what his training was like he 


“I’m sorry I cannot talk about 
it. It’s classified.” 

This startled me until I real- 
ized how much Japan has changed 
in the past four months.

Of the millions who have 
seen “Pygmalion” either as a 
live drama or a motion picture, 
very few, I imagine, were con-

As it 
works out on the stage it is full 
of a sharp and illuminating 
commentary on the social prac- 
tices of fashionable Londof# with 
incidental digs at the nature of 
organized charity. It. is indeed 
a play'of ideas though not ex- 
clusively so.

Aside 
from any question of doing his- 
toric justice his insistence on 
the honesty, and even mercy, of 
the Maid's judges elevated her 
ordeal from the category of 
pathos to that of tragedy.

HE qualifications of an au- 
T thor who deals with the 

struggle between ‘the Vati- 
can and the Kremlin are all- 
important. If he is qualified, he 
has a theme of great’ interest.

Camille M. Cian- 
farra, news correspondent of the 
New York Times at the Vatican, 
is thoroughly qualified. His 
book, therefore, commands at- 
tention, respect and readers. 
Mr. Cianfarra is the son of 


an American correspondent in. 


Rome. After attending elemen- 
tary and high school in Italy, 
he went to college in the United 
States. He was in Rome when 
Hitler invaded Poland. He ob- 
served the role of the Vatican 
in behalf of peace in the early 
years of World War II, These 
observations were recorded in 


his first book, “The Vatican and 


the War,” which was published 
in 1944, 

When the Japanese struck at 
Pearl Harbor, .Mr. Cianfarra 
was interned. Mussolini’s Fas- 
cists held him for five months 
before his release was arranged. 
After the war he went back to 


his correspondent’s desk in 


Rome, where he had worked 
previously with the New York 
Times’s noted Italian  corre- 
spondent, Arnaldo Cortesi.

Joel Chandler Harris did not 
realize he was dealing with the 
universal and timeless stuff of 
folklore. Nobody could have 
been more surprised than he 
when Rudyard Kipling wrote to 
ask: “One thing I want to know 
badly (you must loathe the 


people who pester you with this — 


kind of thing), but from what 
nature-myth or what come ‘Miss 
Meadows and the girls?’ Where 
did they begin—in whose mind? 
What do you think they are?” 
And Harris did not, even after 
he had put the stories to paper, 
consider himself a literary man. 
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UNDERSTAND that my 
relations toward Uncle 
Remus,” he wrote Mark 

ain, “are similer to those 
that exist between an almanac- 
maker and the calendar.” The 
facts of the case were more 
nearly what Twain wrote back: 
“You can argue yourself into 
the delusion that the principle 
of life is in the stories them- 
selves and not in their setting, 
but you will save labor by stop- 
ping with that solitary convert, 
for he is the only intelligent 
one you will bag. In reality the 
stories are only alligator pears 
—one eats them merely for the 
sake of the dressing.” 


James Whitcomb Riley was 
another of the most ardent ad- 
mirers of the Uncle Remus tales 
and poems. He reread the Tar- 
baby Rhymes night after night

_ Field’s version was that Har- 
ris was the richest author in 
America and he persuaded gull- 
ible newspaper editors to pub- 
lish items ‘like ‘these:

After he became fa- 
mous, people in many parts of 
the country who had never seen 
him thought he was a Negro, 
and once When he visited New 
Orleans and a large number 
turned out to see him, a mur- 
mur ran through the crowd, 
“Look, he’s white.” 


After a hard childhood—he 
left school and went to work at 


- the age of 12—he got his first 


real break when the publisher 
of the Atlanta Constitution 
asked him to earry on a column 
of anecdotes—and Uncle Remus 
resulted. :

Brookes, a professor of English 
at Clark College in Atlanta, 
reports that in the 70 years 
since the stories first appeared 
in book form they have had a 
steady sale every year.

N this novel of the Old West, 

the author poses several in- 

teresting questions. Under 
what circumstances will a white 
man forsake his own race to 
become more Indian than the 
Sioux themselves? Was Col. 
John Clayton, late of the Con- 
federate Army, carrying his 
hatred for the blue-clad North- 
erners into the West with him 
or was he merely transferring 
his loyalty to another lost 
cause? Did his love for the 
Sioux medicine woman out- 
weigh every other considera- 


tion? 

For nine years John Clayton 
foliows the red man’s way, but 
during the battle of the Rose- 
bud and the defeat of Gen. 
Crook by Crazy Horse, he is 
overcome with remorse and 
shame as he watches the mutila- 
tion of the trooper dead, in 
which he takes no part. Seized 
with a great longing to return 
to his own race, the conflict 
within him reaches a climax 
when he rides to warn Custer 
of his impending fate, Too late 


The story of the Custer fight 
will never lose its interest or 
its mystery. One of the most. 
persistent of all American his- 
torical controversies. developed 
from the many analyses of the 
military tactics involved. Among 
other evidences of sustained in- 
terest in the controversy are the 
72 books and pamphlets on 
Custer and 42 on the Battle of 
the Little Big Horn, which were 
indexed in the Library of Con- 
gress in 1947. The author of 
this historical novel has drawn 
freely from this material and 
gives an interesting version of 
his own as to what actually 
happened on that fateful day— 
the Indians’ day—their last day.

Decisive Factor. 

In Asia, where this destructive 
alchemy has been working for | 
years, the decisive factor was the 
willingness and ability of the Chi- 
nese Communists to participate. 
The Peiping Government con- 
trols the largest land mass in the 


Orient and maintains its largest 


army. The Japanese, like other 
imperialists before them, learned 
the futility of trying to conquer 
China by land. 

The question was whether the 
Chinese Réds were too preoccu- 
pied with internal problems and 
their own conquests to further 
the Soviet blueprint. 

Mao Tse-tung, the Chinese boss, | 
has been called an “Oriental Tito’ 
who would ‘not take outside or- 
ders. 

This uncertainty now has been 
eliminated by the Chinesé Red 
drive into Korea under what, in 
many respects, are unfavorable 
circumstances.

We're out after the big 
shots and sooner or later we'll 
get them.

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Nippy Weather, Birds 
Flock to Feeders 


By Leonard Hall 


AST spring we planted two rows of giant sunflowers in 

the vegetable garden to supplement our supply of winter 

feed for the songbirds. They .made a fine crop of heads, 
many of them measuring ten inches across, and had only the 
drawback that the flowers 
faced to eastward all during 
the blooming season so that 
we couldn’t enjoy them from 
the terrace. When the heads 
were harvested, they were 
strung on wires and hung in 
the granary for storage. The 
long, warm autumn has been 
fine for the birds, enabling 
them to ‘make the most of 
nature’s harvest of fruits, 
seeds and berries. Notwith- 
standing this, there are al- 
ways a few at the feeders 
which hang outside Ginnie’s 
kitchen windows, and now 
that cold weather has. ar- 
rived, they come in by doz- 
ens. 

The feeders which we use 
are extremely simple affairs, 
built-of orange crate lumber 
and suspended from limbs 

of the maple and cherry trees. The wires from which they 
hang are run through short lengths of hose to protect the 
trees. The feeders consist of a tray about a foot wide and 
two feet long, with'a strip around it to keep the feed from 
being scattered. At each corner of the tray is a small post 
and these support the slanting roof. The birds have access 
to the feeder from all sides and we feel that is important, 
for they never need have the feeling of being shut in where 
they cannot escape easily. We try to feed a well-balanced 
bird diet, or at least a variety of foods which attracts as 
many different species as possible. Beef suet is fed in the 
net bags used to package vegetables and one of these is ‘tied 
to a cornerpost of each feeder while others are suspended 
from the branches. Cracked hickory nuts, ground corn, sun- 
flower heads and peanut butter mixed with poultry mash 
make up the banquet table. 


* * * 

There are always birds about the feeders, but 
during the autumn these have been mostly the Caro- 
lina wrens which nest close to the house, chipping 
sparrows that feed on grain which falls on the ground, 
and an occasional downy woodpecker. With the first 
cold, windy day, a half-dozen others started coming in. 

We watched a mocking bird sampling each food in 

turn; a selfish fellow who kept aH the other birds 

away until a pair of bright-colored bluejays flew in 

from the woods and sent him scampering. The jays, 

so often a pest in the suburban yard, are strictly a 

woodland bird in the country and shy about coming 

close to the house. More than this, when we walk 

out along the bluff above the creek, they are the first 

to ery the alarm, warning all the other woodland folk 

that the enemy is abroad in the forest. 

. * * * 

@ DURING EARLY AUTUMN a family of red-bellied wood- 
peckers frequented the big maple tree where one of the 
feeders hangs. Then they disappeared for several weeks and 
now we are waiting to see whether they'll be back for the 
winter. The chickadees, which keep to the woods all summer, 
have returned; and sometimes there will be a half-dozen 
titmice busy at the sunflower heads, for these seeds are great 
favorites with them. A pair of cardinals come in now and 
again, but most of these beautiful red birds are still concen- 
trated in their favorite feeding area, down along the bluff 
next to the corn field. The dense thicket there provides fine 
cover, as well as food of a dozen kinds. There are pods of 


the honey locust, pokeberries, wild roses, ragweed, wild grapes, 
flowering and rough-leaf dogwood, hawthorn and many others. 


* * * 

We are waging a campaign, so far without suc- 
cess, against a pair of big Coopers hawks which con- 
stantly hunt the bottom fields. These are real pre- 
dators, along with the smaller sharp-shin hawks, exist- 
ing almost entirely on song and game birds, pigeons 
and chickens. We have a pair of marsh hawks which 
hunt the same cover, gliding slowly and gracefully back 
and forth across the field for all the world like a bird 
dog. But their primary quarry is the field mouse, of 
which a pair may destroy as many as 1000 during the 
nesting season. On several occasions I have watched 
them dive at quail, doves or meadowlarks feeding on 
the ground, but such quarry seems too swift for them 
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and invariably escapes. No doubt they sometimes take 
a bird, especially one which is sick or crippled; but on 
balance we'd say that the marsh hawks, along with the 
red-shouldered and red-tailed hawks, deserve protec- 
tion and have real economic importance to the farmer 
in controlling the rodent population.

trophobia to anyone but a duck

The uninitiated ‘are likely to 
regard duck hunting as a mere 
relaxation, but the man who has 
sat quivering in a duck: blind, 
facing the sad realization that 
every passing moment is ticking 
years off his life and that he will 
be indeed fortunate if he gets 
home alive, knows that it’s no 
child’s play. It requires courage 
and fortitude of a high order.

I was shanghaied into a duck- . 


hunting expedition the other 
morning, and it is only after sev- 
eral days of complete quiet and 
rest that I am able to talk about 
it all. 

I was routed out of bed at the 
unbelievable hour of¢3 o'clock 
in the morning, and with only a 
couple of cups of coffee inside 
me I was soon on the highway, 
speeding through the night, one 
half of my mind still groggy with 
sleep and the other half wonder- 
ing why I keep finding myself in 
these situations. 

Somewhere along the road we | 
stopped for breakfast at an all-— 
night restaurant which was al- 
ready filling up with duck hunt- 
ers.. I could tell they were duck 
hunters by their costumes. The 
correct costume for hunting ducks 
consists of a hunting jacket, hunt- 
ing trousers, high boots and a 
hunting cap. All are khaki col- 
ored because anything else, I was 
told, would frighten away the 
ducks. 

A duck, I have since learned, is 
endowed by the duck hunter with 
all sorts of wonderful qualities. 
It can distinguish “between one 
color and another at a distance 
upward of a mile and a half, and 
it has some added sense which 
enables it to distinguish between 
a huntsman and a man who is, 
say, out hunting for a stray calf. 

For this reason the hunter 
must not move. He must sit for 
hours, making no movement more 
noticeable than the blink of an 
eye, or otherwise the ducks will 
spot him immediately for what he 
is and retreat in panic. The duck 
is indeed a remarkable bird.

read it. It was perfectly logical.

We putt-putted across the black 
water and into the cold wind 
and as the moments passed the 
cold began to penetrate my 
clothes, my skin, my flesh and 
then settled around my bones 
until they were covered with 
frost like the freezing unit in a

The blind, so-called, is a de- 
vice supposed to conceal the pres- 
ence of the hunter from the duck. 
To assume that any such structure 
fools a duck is to assume that the 
average duck is a ° low-grade 
moron, which was certainly not 
true of the ducks J saw that day. 
For one thing, no duck would sit 
in a cold blind all day courting 
tuberculosis waiting for men to 
come by. 

The blind is a rectangular box 
which is about three feet wide 
and six feet long when you get 
into it, and which gradually 
shrinks as time passes until it is 
reduced to about half its original 
size. I don’t know what causes 
blinds to do this, but it’s just one 
of many things I don’t know about 
duck hunting, including why peo- 
ple do it. 

There were a couple of small 
soap boxes in the blinds for seats, 
and by putting them together we 
arranged a sort of seat for the 
three of us. If anyone moved, 
which happened often, I had a 
tendency to slide off the seat into 
a foot of icy water which formed 
an interesting, if unique floor for 
the blind. Since my predicament 
occasioned no ccmment from my 
companions, both seasoned hunt- 
ers. I assumed it was standard 
procedure and made no protest. 
In fact, I finally gave in and just 
sat in the water. Nothing could 
make me any more miserable than 
I already was. 

Before. getting into the blind 
we scattéred about 25 decoys out 
on the water. I picked up one 
of these decoys and studied it 
closely. It was made of papier 
mache, roughly in the shape of a 
duck, and it only served to con-

duck hunter underestimates the 
intelligence of our little feathered 
friends. A duck who would believe 
this thing was another duck 
would believe anything. 

I’m convinced that the only 
ducks fooled by such things as 
blinds and decoys are the ducks 
which are caught off guard. 
Ducks, for instance, which are 
flying along at a nice rate of 
speed with the motor in over- 
drive, and chatting about such 
things as the high cost of living 
and what they're going to do 
when they hit Florida, or wher- 
ever it is ducks go for the winter. 


One of them happens to glance 
down, and without giving the lay- 
out a good going over, says to 
another, “There’s a gang of the 
boys down there; let’s drop in 
for a quick one.” 

By the time they get a good 
look at the set-up and realize it’s 
strictly a phony, they’re going 
in so fast they can’t get their 
wing flaps,down and two or three 
of them get the business before 
they can get away. 

At the same time, I’m con- 
vinced that the ‘average duck 
knows a phony layout a mile 
away, and that a lot of them have 
more fun with the hunters than 
the hunters are having. But then, 
how could they help it? 

This was demonstrated by one 
lone duck which came free-wheel- 
ing along, dived slightly for a 
better look, and started grinning 


to himself. You could see him: 


grinning. He circled around a 
couple of times, while our guide 
and my hunting companion were 
on their feet making with the 
duck call. I'll have more to say 
about the duck call later. 

This particular duck, taking 
care to remain just out of range, 
amused himself by pretending he 
was going to fly in, then gather- 
ing speed and zooming away 
again. There was a look of fiend- 
ish glee in his eye. 

When he thought he had us all

sufficiently agitated, he did come 


down far a landing—but just out 


of range. He sat there on the 
water and chuckled to himself. 
My companions were making 
what they obviously assumed 
were very seductive noises with 
the duck calls. The more noises 
they made, the louder the duck 
laughed. Pretty soon he was in 
such paroxysms he fell over and 
I'm sure it was only the shock 
of the cold water that brought 
him to his senses. In another 
two minutes we would have had 
our only duck. He would have 
died laughing. 

The duck call is a tubular instru- 
‘ment some three or four inches 
long which, when blown into, 
makes quacking noises. There are, 
our guide told us, two standard 
calls. There is the seductive 
“come - on - down - to - my - house- 
honey” .call, and the feeding, or 
“man - you-~never -tasted’- such- 
food-in-your-life” call. The former 
is used when large flocks of ducks 
pass high overhead. We saw a lot 
of such flights, but they kept right 
on flying, obviously having set 
their schedule for New Orelans by 
nightfall. If they heard our duck 
calls they didn’t so much as dip a 
wing. (

Y companions, both with good 
MM reputations as duck callers, 
explained it on the grounds 
that they were deaf ducks. An 
occasional deaf duck I can accept. 
But I found it hard to believe 
that huge flights of deaf ducks 
were passing our way, all the 
same day. The coincidence was 
too long. ‘ 
By this time day had arrived, 
but as far as I was concerned it 
could have gone back where it 
came from. There was no way to 
defrost my bones (fires in the 
blind scare ducks away, I was 
told) and I was shaking until my 

teeth rattled like castanets.

I shook in sections, 
and then I shook altogether. Some-

VERY time I stood up in the 
blind to stretch my aching 
muscles or let the rainwater 
drain out of my clothes, my com- 
panions would yell, “Down! you'll 
scare the ducks.” 


This struck me as being a tri- 
umph of hope over experience, 
but I was past arguing the matter 
with them. Let them think there 
were ducks. Maybe that's what 
keeps duck hunters going. After 
several hours of this I decided I 
had displayed courage above and 
beyond the call of duty. 

“Well boys,” I said between 
shakes, “this has been worlds of 
fun. Now let’s go home.” 

“Look Buster,” they said, “the 
sun doesn’t go down until 3:53 
p.m.” I asked what sundown had 
to do with the situation. I learned 
that duck hunters can hunt from 
sun-up to sun-down and no one 
leaves until sundown. I looked 
at my watch. It was still only 
9:30 a.m. 

Trapped in a duck blind! There 
was nothing to do but make the 
best of it.

‘Doctor—'Most of Them Poor, Sick, Bored, Lonely’

problem—not just the aged folks 
who face growing-old difficulties. 
Modern living, in compact apart- 
ments and in smaller homes, in 
more crowded urban areas, mean 


learn how to help aged relatives 
meet their. special problems.

EW of us realize that we take 
F part in profoundly changing 

the future of this country by 
just growing older. 

Each child born today has a 
steadily increasing chance to keep 
alive—barring war and the atom- 
ic bomb—and to reach an ad- 
vanced old age. Nowhere is the 
coming of a new age so clearly 
expressed as in the changes that 
take place concerning old age. 

Already living among us are 
11,500,000 men and women be- 
yond the age of 65, and we can 
clearly foresee that their number 
will reach 20 million around 1975. 
Our life expectancy, which was 
about 48 years in 1900 and 60 
years in 1930, has now, in one 
particular part of our population, 
the white female group, already 
surpassed the Biblical three score 
and ten. The number of persons 
65 years old or over is almost 
four times higher than a_ half 
century ago. 

What does this mean? It means 
that the aged citizen has today 
become a very important part of 
our community, that we must 
study his needs and his problems 
more carefully than we have done 
up to now, and that steps must 
be taken to give meaning and 
happiness to the tremendous 
amount. of life that has been 
added. 

We recently had a “National 
Conference on Aging” in Wash- 
ington, D. C.. which was sug- 
gested by President Truman and 
sponsored by the Federal Se- 
curity Agency. We can say with- 
out hesitation that it was a his- 
toric event because no similar 
conference had ever been held 
before. : 

There were 808 delegates from 
all over the country—by the way, 
all of them at their own expense 
—and each of the participants 
seemed to feel that a new type 
of human being is in the making, 
a new type of society which may 
for the first time in human his- 
tory have the face of maturity. 

We could clearly foresee that 
our schools, our houses, our insti- 
tutions of higher learning, our la- 
bor relations, our family struc- 
ture, would look entirely differ- 
ent 20 years from now, and it 
was this vision that infected with 
enthusiasm every participant in 
the conference. 

A profound change is taking 
place in the process of life it- 
self, which is so largely extend- 
ing its limits, and this change will 
affect all of us in all our func- 
tions. 

Everybody present agreed that 
the social and personal problems 
of old age could not be met by 
narrow specialists. There were 
scientists, physicians, teachers, 
welfare workers, churchmen, 
economists, employers, union 
leaders, agricultural experts, and 
psychologists. And each of these 
experts tried to contribute’ his 


knowledge. 
ti at least found out what we 
do not know about aging. 

If we look around, we see that 
the average older person does not 
lead what can be called a happy 
life. Most of our old people, in- 
deed, are poor, sick, bored, and 
lonely. Wherever we try to pene- 
trate the roots of our present 
hard facts, on aging, we find 
much disagreement, confusion of 
thinking, and lack of pertinent 
knowledge. 

The biological process of aging, 
the mechanism of the chronic 
diseases from which we suffer in 
old age, the mental and emotional 
and political attitude of the aged, 
are largely unexplored. There is 
no agreement about educational 
methods which may be applied to 
them, about economic measures

‘which might improve their social 


standing, about how to create 
comfort for them in housing, diet, 
recreation, religious observance, 
or how to augment their capacity, 
ability and willingness to learn 
and to work. 

But there was also general con- 
sent that these 11,500,000 “dis- 
placed citizens” in our country— 
men and wo over 65, who 
live among us but worlds apart 
from us—must be helped. So far, 
we know next to nothing about 
their way of living or their needs. 
But we have recognized (and this 
is of great importance) that our 


older population is a tremendous .

and isolation of old age. 

We should maintain our skills, 
and even develop new skills, in 
order to remain useful members 
of our community. 


And, finally, we should main- 
tain our health because without 
health we cannot lead a full life. 

Modern medicine is convinced 
that the unhappy liaison between 
old age and disease is something 
that can be avoided. 

So far, the amazing prolonga- 
tion of our life expectancy is 
mostly due to a radical reduction 
of infant mortality during the 
last decades. 

The rows of small ‘crosses in 
our churchyards, indicating the 
great number of children who 
died in their infancy, are no 
longer growing. Victory after vic- 
tory has been won in the battle 
against infectious diseases, many 
of which are now completely 
eradicated. But very little prog- 
ress can be observed, thus far, 
in the fight against our chronic 
ailments. 

This situation is changing be- 
fore our eyes. 

Medicine has now turned with 
great vigor against the chronic 
and so - called degenerative dis- 
eases which threaten our later 
years. It is true that we have yet 
to conquer cancer. However, the 
steady increase in cancer fre- 
quency can be explained by the 


. 


facts that: (a) people who would 
formerly have died of pneumonia 
or other infections now live to 
die of cancer, and (b) our meth- 
ods of cancer detection have so 
much improved. 

We have not yet solved the 
riddle of arteriosclerosis and in- 
creased blood pressure. And heart 
disease is now our Enemy No. 1, 
to which almost every second per- 
son succumbs. However research 
has advanced greatly in clearing 
up this dark corner of medicine, 
and it can be expected that its 
results will soon benefit the prac-

very old people often survive 
operations better than the mid- 
dle-aged ones. 

Our mental institutions and 
asylums are still filled with 
thousands of aged who get very 
little if amy medical help, but 
some progressive psychiatrists 
have lately turned their attention 
to the treatment of these so- 
called sénile mental afflictions 
and have found that they respond 
favorably beyond any expectation. 

In fact, we see that wherever 
the pessimistic medical attitude 
turns into an active interest in 
the older patient we are rewarded 
by success. 


Looking forward, then, with 
optimism, to medical advances in 
the treatment of our chronic ail- 
ments, we must realize that 
chronic ailments, as we face them 
today in old age, are always the 
product of a long, slow develop- 
ment that started at a much 
earlier age. 

Most of our degenerative dis- 
eases have their onset between 
the ages of 30 and 40. This is 
the time when they can best be 
arrested, brought under control 
and cured. 

Most of us see our doctor to- 
day only in an emergency. The 
agony of pain, or the inability 
to keep on working, drives us to 
his office. This emergency treat- 


ment must be changed into pre- 
ventive medicine. 

Emergency medicine tries to 
cure where help has often come 
too late. Preventive medicine at- 
tempts to prevent the development 
and the outbreak of disease. 

Most of us see our dentist at 
regular intervals whether we have 
toothache or not. The regular 
check-up by a general physician 
would fulfill the same purpose, 
for our whole organism. 

The old type of family physi- 
cian is coming to be appreciated 
again, a physician who not only 
is an expert technician handling 
his ‘tests, but who also knows his 
patient. as a friend, knows his 
family, his background, and his 
worries, and knows beforehand 
what kind of physical and mental 
danger must be avoided in order 
to keep him a healthy and happy 
person.

LD-age does not need to 

mean sickness. Our old- 

fashioned concept of retire- 
ment should be changed. We must 
endow the precious gifts of 
longer time and better health 
with better and newer purposes 
of living. 

This calls, indeed, for the bold- 
est and most adventurous educa- 
tional experiment which the hu- 
man mind has ever undertaken.

of tomorrow who, we hope, will 
be a self-respecting, independent, 


healthy and well-integrated citi- . 
zen. 


It was one of the general con- -. 


clusions of the National Con- 
ference on Aging that learning 
is a lifetime job. , 


There has never been a more 
foolish proverb than the saying 
that you cannot teach new tricks 
to an old dog. You can, if the 
old dog likes the tricks and if 
you apply the right methods. . It 
is today an established fact that 
older people can learn as well as 
younger people, though different 
methods and different goals will 
be required. 


Most of the damage that is be- 
ing done to older people, in both 


‘ mental and in physical ways, is 


caused by a deplorable waste of 
intelligence and effort during our 
years of so-called maturity. 

Most of us stop learning be- 
fore we start thinking. It is

This situation is often the real 
reason for the loneliness and bit- 
terness of the aged. They feel 
like outcasts of society, and in a 
way that is what they have be- 
come. 


Adult education has greatly im- 
proved in this country in recent 
years. But we should undertake 
a concerted effort to make the 
preparation: for later years the 
main goal of systematic adult edu- 
cation: a preparation that would 
include occupational retraining, 
health education, and education in 
continued citizenship. 


It is most moving to observe 
how great the urge of many other 
people is to find such forms of 
education, and how little we have 
done up to now to satisfy such 
urge. 

I recently visited a day home 
for older people. The oldsters 
may go there every day from 
9 to 5, and find stimulation, ad- 
vice, and assistance in their spir- 
itual and intellectual needs. 


It is surprising to observe how’ 
embittered, lonely people revive | 
in a short’ time in such an en- | 
vironment. There they dance or- 
paint, they have a poetry group, 
a reading circle, and I partici- 
pated in a most lively discussion 
on the subject, “How to Live a 
Perfect Life in an imperfect 
world.”

More than 200,000 television 
sets are now operating in the 
region served by KSD-TV tele- 
vision station of the  Post- 
Dispatch. Telecasting 100 pro- 
grams a week, KSD-TV is on the 
air until after midnight every day 
of the week and after 1:00 a.m.

By Feb. 28, 1948, when KSD-TV 
had been on the air a year, there 
were 2512 home television sets in 
the station’s service area.

“Incidentally, I am a great believer in rotating boards,” 
she remarks. “If you keep a job too long you may go stale.

One of her major interests is the Girls’ Industrial 
Home at 5501 Enright avenue, of which she is board 
president. The home cares for giris from 6 to 16 years 
of age who for some reason cannot live in the family 
home.

@ “I AM THE THIRD GENERATION to serve on the board, 
although theoretically I am opposed to working in an organ- 
ization just because it is a sort of family tradition,” she 
explains. “I think it should be a matter of individual interest 
—and in this case that happened to be true. Work in the 
ehildren’s field has been especially challenging because of 
the changes which have come about in it.

“Several generations ago, you know, all children’s 
agencies were “primarily concerned with providing 
shelter, food and clothing. The trend now is to rec- 
ognize as equally important the personal and emo- 
tional as well as physical requirements.

@ “AT THE GIRL’S HOME we make every effort to keep 
abreast of the times. Our social program has developed within 
the last few years so that we are doing much more con- 
centrated work with each individual child. We try to prepare 
them as quickly as possible to go back into their own homes 
or into something similar, perhaps a foster home, depending 
upon the individual case. When each girl is admitted, we 
now have some plan for her future.”

Mrs. O’Bryen, who lives at 412 Union boulevard 
and is the wife of a lawyer, is also serving her second 
term on the board of the Edgewood Children’s Center. 

A knowledge of the operations of the two children’s 

agencies has, she feels, given her a broader under- 

standing and made her more useful to each.

@ A DAY CHAIRMAN at the American Red Cross blood 
bank during World War II, Mrs. O’Bryen was asked to set up 
the peacetime blood center and served as chairman of volun- 
teers there until she resigned last June. 

She has long been active in Community Chest drives, | 
serving in capacities ranging from solicitor to regional chair- 
man. At present she is working one day a week as a Red 
Feather tour leader, conducting groups on visits to Com- | 
munity ‘Chest agencies. “It is fascinating,” she remarks. “I | 
always find it interesting to study the reactions when people | 
see for the first time, and at first hand, the actual work being 
done, They become enthusiastic. Somehow it seems to take 
that experience to make many of them realize its scope and 
importance.”

Diminutive Designer Walks Off With Two Top Style Awards—Has Developed Many Fresh Ideas

ECAUSE her gay and witty 
approach to sports and street 

clothes has brought a new vyi- 
tality to fashion during the past 
year, little Bonnie Cashin has 
walked away with top honors in 
her profession. Winner this au- 
tumn of the 1950 American 
Fashion Critics Award and also 
the Neiman-Marcus Award for 
her brilliant designing, this young 
California-born designer who 
looks like a school girl has sud- 
denly become the toast of the 
fashion world. 

Ever since it: was established 
in 1942 by Coty, Inc., the Amer- 
ican Fashion Critics Award has 
been coveted by everyone who 
has anything to do with the cre- 
ation of women’s clothes. To win 
the bronze figure, known as 
“Winnie,” means the same in the 
dress industry as the winning of 
the “Oscar” does to movie stars. 
Not more than one or two per- 
sons gets the “Winnie” each year, 
this latest award going to little 
Bonnie and to Charles James, 
Chicago-born dress designer. The 
Neiman-Marcus award, more re- 
cently established, also is looked 
upon with favor and signifies out- 
standing achievement on a na- 
tional or international basis. 


It wasn’t so much of a surprise 
to those who have seen the 
Cashin collections duriing 1950 
that Bonnie should be selected 
for top designing honors. Seldom 
have there been so many fresh 
ideas in an entire group of col- 
lections as this young woman 
has turned out at one time for 
her bosses, Adler & Adler, of 
New York City. Not only those 
in the industry but women who 
like the arresting in fashions have 
been clamoring for the Cashin 
designs. Even a raincoat in Bon- 
nie’s clever hands has become a 
work of art. Her double wrap 
with a white shell under a volumi- 
nous dark greatcoat is one of her 
sensational contributions. Her 
cape that is a compromise with a 
coat is another of these. 


Also in Miss Cashin’s favor is 
her clever flair’ for combining 
fabrics. She has a bold emphasis 
in her mixing of colors and in her 
contrasts. She also likes to use 
unique trimmings. Some of her 
pale cashmere coats that. have 
tiny collars embroidered with 
chenille and beads are typical of 
her style. 


“Her provocative and surpris- 
ing use of fabrics, such as sheer 
coats and tweed aprons, and her 
adaptation of oriental fashions 
for contemporary American use 
have been of outstanding impor- 
tance,” read the citation of her 
American Fashion Critics Award. 
“Her top-to-toe designing in 
designing in moderate price 
brackets has been a real contri- 
bution to American fashion.”

HE awarding of the honor to 
someone who creates for the 
average American woman is 
looked upon as of special signifi- 
cance, Since many of the fashions 
which Miss Cashin designs sell at 
moderate prices and have a casual, 


very practical aspect, those who:

lection of their wardrobes may 
well be encouraged at the trend 
of the times.

Bonnie Cashin’s recognition is 
that her fashion philosophy is as 
sound as her clothes. Comment 
has been made that her designs 
seem akin to contemporary archi- 
tecture, and this is the way Bon- 
nie regards them. She believes 
that they must interpret a sense 
of time, space, function. and “‘un- 
self-consciousness.” Whether the 
silhouette is wide or narrow it 
must be uncluttered and have a 
decorative simplicity. 

She is a firm believer in the 
planning of a simple wardrobe 
that is spiked with many gay ac- 
cessories. She insists that a good, 
modern wardrobe should be 75 
per cent timeless and 25 per cent 
frosting. However, she does not 
believe that staple clothes are 
necessarily the timeless ones. 


“The beautifully made, indi- 
vidually styled costume which 
you probably thought was a great 
luxury to buy, is very likely to 
be the mainstay of your ward- 
robe year after year,” she ex- 
plains. Or that elegantly simple 
coat in the odd color—certainly 
not classic in any sense—will be 
a perennial favorite if it does 
something for you,” 

Petite, black-haired and blue- 
eyed, Bonnie is regarded as vola- 
tile and quick of temperament. 
She works like lightning and 
wants to see results at the same 
speed. After she has decided up- 
on the theme for her collection 
she works day and night until 
everything is completed. It is 
said that she discards as much 
as she uses, as she is constantly 
experimenting. She uses herself 
as a “guinea pig” to try out new 
designing ideas.

room or a chair. She proves her 
theory by doing just that. In her 
own New York apartment she 
has many evidences of her versa- 
tile talent. She carries a sketch 
pad with her much of the time, 
or may be seen with a canvas 
almost as large as herself. Paint- 
ing is her avocation, an interest 
reflected in the subtle and bold 
colors of the clothes she designs. 

Starting her career at the age 
of 17 in her native California, 
Bonnie gained her first profes- 
sional experience with the Los 
Angeles ballet, and was so suc- 
cessful that she was invited to 
New York to design for the Roxy 
Theater. She regards this cos- 
tume designing for the ballet and 
theater as of extreme value. 
Much of her fine sense of move- 
ment and line she attributes to 
her experience in designing for 
dancers. 

From 1938 to 1943, she was 
associated with her present em- 
ployers.

Protect Plant’s Roots. 


Most deciduous plants can ‘be 
moved safely with “bare roots,” 
either in late fall or early spring. 
Even at this time plants should 
be handled with care, to prevent 
their roots from being bruised, 


broken, or exposed to drying ac- | Fo 
| tion of sun or wind. 


Tt is also 
important to replant them with 
the least possible delay, for re- 
covery is much slower when roots 
are kept out of the ground too 
long.

When transplanted in November, 
the disrupted root system has a 
chance to form calluses and start 
new feeder roots before the 
ground freezes. This develop- 
ment may even continue during 
favorable periods in winter, when 
the soil temperature rises as high 
as forty degrees. 

The net result of setting out 
plants in autumn may be the sav- 
ing of a year’s growth. . In fact, 
J. T. Talbert, professor of horti- 
culture at the University of Mis- 
souri, reports ‘that fruit trees 
planted in the fall continued to 
show superier growth for a num- 


ii ber of years.

Among these 
are magnolia, dogwood, crab and 
hawthorn trees, as wel as grafted 
shrubs, such as the choice Vibur- 
num carlesi. 
With the exception of small 
transplants, evergreens should al- 
ways be .balled when they are 
moved. Conifers like pine and 
juniper have a resting period in 
early autumn, but they can, usu- 
ally, be transplanted right up to 
the time when the ground freezes. 
If holes are properly prepared in 
advance, it is safe to set out ‘iv- 
ing Christmas trees at the end 
of the holiday season, in January. 
Heavy Mulch Helps.

Evergreens should be planted 
in a well-prepared bed, with the 
surface of the soil left slightly 
cupped, to catch and retain mois- 
ture. A 4-to-6-inch mulch of or- 
ganic matter like manure, rotted 
compost, or partly decomposed 
leaves will help these plants to 
become established more quickly. 
This insulating layer also. con- 
serves moisture and prevents al- 
ternate freezing and thawing, 
which causes plants to heave out.

children. Many -of the civilian 
employes are women and most 
of the civilians are living in cities 
which would be in the combat 
zone almost instantly, in case of 
an actual conflict. Their evacua- 
tion would be only in part—at 
best. 

At one time during the early 
days of the Korean conflict some- 
body was silly enough to circulate 
instructions as to how these 
people were to be evacuated in 
case of a Russian attack. It 
boiled down to bundling every- 
body into a horde of private auto- 
mobiles and starting westward for 
France. 

Generals shudder over the 
thought of the shambles Russian 
fighter-bombers would make of 
such an exodus, if it ever got or- 
ganized. 

There doesn’t seem to be much 
that anybody can do about this 
situation even though it does 
threaten to interfere badly with 
military operations in case of an 
attack. 


After weighing the matter care- 
fully American military leaders 
still believe that it is better to 
keep soldiers’ families here until 
further notice than to send them 
home. It is better for both morals 
and morale, they feel. Although 


If there -is suspicion of an im- 
pending attack these people will 
be bustled home quickly. If an 
attack comes without warning— 
which is about a 50-50 possibility 
in case of a conflict—then mam- 
ma and little Johnny will have 
to take their chances with daddy. 

Since the chances of an open 
conflict in the near future are 
generally put at about one in 100 
this fact is not calculated to raise 
anybody’s hair for the time being.

: The new one provides that mid- 
dle course, while preserving also 
the rizht to sentence as before, 

Under it, however, before pro- 
nouncing sentence the judge can 
send a youngster to a sort of 
clinic where specialists can take 
a month or more to analyze the 
case. Their job will be to try 
to find out what made a boy or 
girl go wrong, and try to figure 
out how to get the youngster back 
on the right track. 

The judge can accept or reject 
any part of this advice. It allows 
him to recognize emotional and 
mental upset short of insanity and 
turn the youth over to specialists 
for treatment. 

He can, if he chooses, help to 
get the lad. a job, send him to 
some school to learn a trade or 
find him a better home—do any 
of a variety of things—while re- 
quiring long-term, skilled super-

The measure reorganizes the 
Federal Parole Board, shifting 
authority to appoint members 
from the Attorney General to the 
President and requiring Senate 
approval of his selections. It in- 
creases the board from five mem- 
bers to eight. 

Youth Corrections Division. 

Within the board it creates a 
Youth Corrections Division to 
take active hold of the program. 
Various members of the parole 
board will constitute the division. 
Aiding the division will be an 
Advisory Corrections Council, 
composed of a federal circuit- 
judge, two United States district 
judges, and non-judges to plan a 
long-time war on juvenile delin- 
quency and recommend improve- 
ment of the laws. 

It defines a youth offender as 
anyone up to and including the 
age of 21. (The judges wanted it 
to apply to 22 and 23-year-olds, 
too, but Congress said “no.”’) 

A judge could simply turn a 
youth over to the corrections di- 
vision for four years of “super- 
vision and treatment”; keep him 
under specially supervised proba- 
tion for periods up to 10 years 
even after the lad passes the age 
of 21, or at any time revoke this 
order and commit to an institu- 
tion if probation produces no re- 
sults. Or, he could pronounce a 
sentence to a prison, reformatory 
or training school, without rely- 
ing on the new law.

$200,000 a year head of the world's 
largest. single business enter- 
prise, the Bell Telephone System. 


For 25 years he directed this 
system as president and later 
board chairman of its parent com- 
pany, American Telephone and 
Telegraph. He retired this year 
at 65, venerated as an elder states- 
man of business, a symbol of rock- 
like stability as consistent as the 
$9 A. T. & T. dividend which he 
never permitted to rise or fall, in 
good times of bad. 


“It’s funny about that poker 
game,” a friend and former busi- 
ness associate said recently. “An- 
other man would have cleaned up 
on that hand. Not Walter. As 
head of A.T.&T., another man 
might have made millions for 
himself. Not Walter. He always 
said the Bell System would never 
produce a millionaire. He didn’t.” 

Growth of A.T.&T. 

The company grew spectacularly 
under Gifford’s leadership. Asso- 
ciates credit this to a number of 
qualities in the man: his “states- 
man-like attitude” toward stock- 
holders and the public, ‘his way 
of making a move only after 
analyzing all the facts and then 
moving definitely and boldly, his 
talents as a super-efficiency ex- 
pert who reduced entangled com- 
plexities to a single simplicity, his 
ability to plan for but not gamble 
on the future. 

In 1925, when Gifford moved’ 
up from executive vice president 
to president of A.T.&.T., Bell's 
assets were $2,731,983,000. There 
were then 345,466 A.T.&.T. stock- 
holders, 11,168,000 telephones in 
the system and 328,448 employes. 

Today the comparative figures 
are: $10,775,234,000 assets, 829,498 
stock holders,-. 33,388,000 tele- 
phones and 593,869 employes. To- 
day Bell is said to have the most 
assets and A.T.&T. the most stock- 
holders of any company in the 
world. 

What, you may ask, has this 
got to do with being Ambassador 
to England, the biggest job in 
our diplomatic service? 

“Well,” a friend and admirer 
of Gifford said, “You can't handle 
800,000 stockholders, 600,000 em- 
ployes. and 33,000,000 customers 
the way Walter did without be- 
ing a damned good ambassador. ' 
To maintain a balance among 
three such groups, you need a 
great sense of diplomacy, states- 
manship, tact and public rela- 
tions.” 

Paternalistic Employer. 

Gifford is a Republican. and | 
firm believer in free enterprise. | 
As an employer, he was paternal- | 
istic and helped swell the Bell} 
pension funds to a total of $1,- | 
089,677,205, making it the big- | 
gest private pension fund any-/| 
where. Recently he was asked 
whether he thought American 
free enterprise was “on trial for 
its life.” | 

“The record seems to show,” | 
he said, “that free enterprise is 
the only system of government in 
the world that is not on trial. If | 
it is on trial, why is America 
being called on to save the world 


Although he held great power, 
Gifford seems never to have ap- 
proached the Hollywood version- 
of a tycoon. He is quiet and not 
dogmatic. His hair is gray, his 
mustache well-trimmed, his polka 
dot bow ties youthful, his paunch 
noticeable. You might have dif- 
ficulty picking him out of the 
crowd at any small town Rotary 
luncheon. 

Led His Employes. 

At A.T.&T., he is remembered 
as a chief executive who led rath- 
er than ordered people around. 
He called his top officers his 
“cabinet,” and he would say to 
them, “I wonder what we ought/| 
to do about this.” Not: “This is 
what we’re going to do.” 

“He asked for -everybody’s 
ideas,” an associate said. “He 
argued up and down both sides 
of the question. All the facts 
were aired so thoroughly that 
when we left a meeting we left 
convinced that whatever plan was 
ee was our own idea, not 

s,” 

In New York, Gifford commut- 
ed between his office, a small 
apartment in the city and a small 
farm in the country. He has no 
hobbies. He likes to talk, he likes 
to drink Scotch and he doesn't 
much care what he eats. 

He reads newspapers thorough- 
ly, down to the small filler items. 
In books, he avoids fiction and 
concentrates on history and biog- 
raphy. Socially, he is the kind 
of a fellow who complains about 
having to go to a party and then 
has a fine time when he gets

The 
man said, yes. Gifford then tend- 
ered his resignation. 

“Oh, the hell with it,” his boss 
said. “Go on with your work. 
You're doing fine.” 

Gifford continued to come 
early and work late and forget 
about the time clock. He was 
always roaming around the plant 
looking for ways of cutting costs 
and improving methods. He be- 
came a wizard at producing sta- 
tistical charts which told the 
company heads things they never 
knew about their firm. 

Soon Gifford was brought to 
New York to prepare a survey 
of the entire telephone industry 
which was then trying to satisfy 
a growing demand without ex- 
panding itself into brankruptcy. 
Western Electric expanded on 
the hasis of Gifford’s compre- 
hensive findings, and he was 


made A. T. & T.’s chief statis- 


tician. 

During the first world war, he 
joined the Civilian Military Train- 
ing Program at Plattsburgh, N. Y.., 
but was called to Washington to 
direct a survey of the nation’s 
industrial war potential. This in- 
volved reports from 30,000 engi- 
neers at 27,000 plants.

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DAY NURSERIES CHILDREN

AY nurseries have become important adjuncts 
of St. Louis’ social and economic life. By 
caring for pre-school age children of working 

mothers, they enable hundreds of families to be 
self-supporting, which otherwise might have to rely 
on charity or relief. 

The children shown here in various activities 
and attitudes are among the 800 who are cared 
for in an average day at 12 day nurseries that are 
partly supported by the Greater St. Louis Commu- 
nity Chest. The fee for .a child is based on the 
family’s ability to , and rarely does it cover 
the cost of caring for the youngster. The cost is 
$12 a week, and the St. charge is $4. The 
difference is made u e Community Chest, 
which last year contri uted approximately $121,000 
to the support of the 12 agencies. ; 

At the nurseries, which are open from 7 a.m. to 
5 p.m., the children are given hot lunches, mid- 
morning and mid-afternoon snacks. Morning hours 
usually are devoted to drawing, cutting out paper 
figures, re in rhythm bands and listening to 
stories. Following a nap, afternoons are spent in 
supervised indoor or outdoor play.

The island revolt was dramatically 
highlighted by the attempted assassination 
of President  Sevstin by two Puerto Rican 

ationalists who tried to storm Blair House, 
his temporary Washington home. 

The Nationalist party is violently anti- 
United States, demands complete independ- 
ence for the island. Its following is be- 
lieved to be no more than 1500 persons. 
The revolt apparently was timed to pre- 
cede last weekend's registration of new 


voters for a constitutional referendum that 
is to be held next June 4.° 

Puerto Rico, with a ulation of more 
than 2,000,000 people, the most self- 
government of any United States territory, 
electing ‘its own governor and legisiature. 
Present Governor is Luis Munoz Marin, head 
of the Popular Democratic party. The 
Popular Democrats believe the island's eco- 
nomic problems should be solved before 
independence is made an issue. Those 
problems are great. One of the world’s 
most densely areas, the island 
suffers from ealthy slum conditions, 
chronic. unemployment, a low standard of 
living due to low incomes, ina e@ edu- 
cation aoa —— tural, its 
economy mostly on sugar cane 
production and sugar refining.

“Ecco il 
Cinema Americano!” (“Movies! Here 
come the American movies!”) 

The curly-haired Italian driver smiled 
and kept his foot on the gas: “It’s the 
Same way all the time, Signor, this Mar- 
shall Plan movie, she is very popular. 
Even the communists, they applaud us!” 

The bus—with its projector, public ad- 
dress system and collection of displays— 
had come to Agnone to tell the townsfolk 
about the Marshall Plan. 

The visit was part of a hard-hitting, 
mobile publicity campaign Uncle Sam 
has been pursuing for more than a year 
to get the facts about ECA help down to 
the level where it counts the most—to the 
Italian man in the street. 

By late last summer, the U.S. ECA mis- 


sion to Italy had 12 such buses rolling up 
and down the peninsula. They had trav- 
eled 90,000 miles, attracted more than 
4.5 million interested spectators.

Fo THE five to fifteen million

“house dust,” there is today a new 
and simple kind of protection. A 
compound that’s readily and safely 
sprinkled or soaked into rugs, bed- 
ding and other fabrics, traps the 
“dust” where it originates and pro- 
vides real relief. 

It has ended asthmatic attacks 
in a young boy who previously suf- 
fered them every winter. A middle- 
aged woman no longer has recur- 
rent bouts of sinusitis and asthma, 
a little girl is free of her eczema, 
and others with a wide variety of 
complaints have been helped. 

e@ “House dust” now is recognized 
aS a separate substance formed 
within draperies, carpets, furniture 
and other household items as fab- 
rics deteriorate. 

e “Dust” is quite a villain. It not 
only helps cause respiratory aller- 
gies and many eczema cases, but 
can also produce headaches, canker 
sores, abnormal fatigue, intestinal 
upsets and other symptoms! It’s a 
special threat in winter, when more 
time is spent indoors, air circulates 
less freely, and “dust” concentrates 
in your home more readily. 

@ To date, there have been quite a 
few attempts to rob house-dust of 
its power to make trouble. One ap- 


To shut off allergic irritations before they get started, y< 


proach to the problem has been by 
inoculation. Sufferers get injec- 
tions of the “dust”—just as pollen 
shots are given for hay fever—in an 
effort to build up the body’s resist- 
ance. The trouble is: injections are 
often only partly successful. 

Special allergen-proof beddings 
have been devised (allergens are 
substances that cause allergies). 
But such “dust’’-producers as Car- 
pets, draperies and upholstered 
furniture continue to cause trouble. 
Many victims have had to strip at 
least their bedrooms of these items. 

Three years ago, an air sanita- 
tion firm tackled the problem in a 
new way—trying to find some ma- 
terial that could knock out “dust” 
at its source. The result: a white 
chemical which, mixed with water, 
formed a milky liquid. 


The Doctor Cures Himself 


Dr. Arthur F. Coca, a distinguished 
immunologist and allergy re- 
searcher, who had provided the 
basic information on “house dust” 
characteristics for the project, was 
the first to try the new develop- 
ment. He himself suffered from 
“dust” allergy despite every pre- 
caution, but soon after applying 
the new chemical in his home, Dr. 
Coca was rid of chest oppression. 
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New anti-dust agent makes shaggy 


watery eyes and diarrhea. 

After a number of his patients 
got equally dramatic results, Coca, 
two years ago, published a prelimi- 
nary report in the medical journal, 
Annals of Allergy, describing the 
new method as “efficient ... harm- 
less, and easily applied.” 

Soon, other doctors were trying 
it—and with gratifying results. “It 
has controlled respiratory allergies 
in which usual methods have not 
Succeeded,” declared Dr. Fred W 


.Wittich, chairman of the executive 


committee of the International 
Association of Allergists. 


Officially, ‘‘A Useful Adjunct'’ 


Recently, the Committee on Ther- 
apy of the American Academy of 
Allergy —a cautious, conservative 
group not given to wild enthusi- 
asms—called the new method “a 
useful adjunct.” 

The preparation — known as 
“Dust-Seal” and produced by L. S. 
Green Associates, 160 West 59th 
St., New York City—is sponged by 
the housewife into bulk items such 
as Carpets, upholstered furniture, 
mattresses, and applied to blank- 
ets, bedding, soft toys and other 
items by immersion. Professional 
fabric shampooers have added the 
treatment to their operations.

Thorough investigation shows 
that the compound does not harm 
fabrics made with water-fast 
colors, changing neither appear- 
ance, feel nor odor. A pound ($4.25) 
treats an average room. One treat- 
ment lasts a year, and retreatment 
requires only six ounces. _ 

A particularly helpful feature is 
this: woolly toys can be treated so 
allergic youngsters can keep play- 
things which otherwise would 
cause trouble. Some work — still 
highly experimental—is also being 
done in wetting down the fur of 
animals so that allergic children 
and adults may keep pets. 


First, See Your Doctor 


Dust-Seal, however, is no cure- 
all. There are many causes of 
allergy and many people are 
allergic to multiple factors. But if 
you or other members of your 
family suffer from asthma, eczema, 
headaches, sinusitis, intestinal dis- 
orders or any of many symptoms 
which allergy can produce, see 
your doctor and let him determine 
whether allergy is the basic cause 
and, if it is, what the allergy-pro- 
ducing factor or factors may be. 

If “house dust” is involved, it 
can now be conveniently trapped 
at its very source.

Bing Crosby: 


Tycoon! 


No. 1 U.S. crooner is becoming a big businessman a 


By Ed Schoenfeld . 


NAN YOU PICTURE Bing Crosby NOT sing- 
ing? Bing can. 

That’s why he’s starring today in a new 
role—as a BIG businessman. 

Crosby, in case you didn’t know, is fast 
becoming a tycoon in foods, drugs, clothes 
and household gadgets. He has dozens of 
items on the market. And business is very 
good. 

You may have used some of his wares. 
These are only a few 
>» A new toy that looks like a lollipop. A 
flick.of the stick shoots out a long curl 
of paper (PARADE, July 9, 1950). 
» A “booster” for an electric razor. 
» A breath sweetener. 
» Sport shirts (very loud). 
>» Canned FRESH milk and cream... 
>» Nylon hosiery. 
>» A ball-point pen. 
» A hydrosulphosol solution for burns. 


When he isn’t singing, Bing helps de- 
velop and market his “products” through 
Crosby Enterprises and the Crosby Re- 
search Foundation. Both are run by 
Bing’s two smart older brothers, Larry 
and Everett. (Larry heads the Founda- 
tion and Everett the Enterprises.) The 
three Crosbys have their own office build- 
ing in Hollywood. 


He Began with War Devices 


Crosby actually started out on his busi- 
ness career shortly before World War IL. 
At that time, a group of Southern Cali- 
fornia scientists, needing financing, 
asked him if he would back a foundation 
to promote valuable inventions. Bing 
Said yes. 

And that’s how he first became in- 
volved in making incendiary bombs, vita- 
min B complex, submarine detectors and 


- 65 
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automatic aiming devices for anti-air- 
craft guns. 

After the war, the foundation—which, 
according to Larry, didn’t make a cent in 
four years—turned to gadgets. 

All sorts of items are sent to Crosby— 
in fact, he has received close to two mil- 
lion in nine years! It costs the founda- 
tion $1,500 a month just to send some of 


' them back to the inventors. But 20 or 30 


items are going big. 

A chemist brought the foundation an 
oil. Its vapor, drawn into the lungs, was 
supposed to neutralize mouth odor. The 
oil was tasteless and colorless. Bing added 
a scent, called it “Breatholator” and put 
it up in a neat package. One million were 
sold the first year, and it has sold mil- 
lions since. 


Rocking Horse Became Rocking Bed 


A fellow came to the foundation one day 
trying to promote a rocking horse for 
kids. The basic principle of the toy was 
adapted to a hospital rocking bed. Experi- 
ments showed that the action of the bed 
might improve some patients’ circulation 
and body functions. 

As a result, one of the foundation’s big 
projects today is a rocking bed for polio 
victims. Larry thinks it may some day 
eliminate use of the iron lung. 

Another Crosby item: ever hear of milk 
or cream keeping fresh without refrig- 
eration? Crosby does it with cans. Bac- 
teria are removed before the cans are 
sealed. 

Businessman Bing hasn’t forgotten the 
ladies. He markets a nylon hose with spe- 
cial features. 

Still another Crosby gadget is an elec- 
tric current inverter that gives extra zip 
to an electric razor. Some 15,000 were sold 
in a few months. 


Crosby actually manufactures only a . 


few items. He finds it easier to place them 
with manufacturers, then sit back and 
collect some of the profits. 

Bing has lots of other activities and 


BING'S big-business brothers are Larry (rear) 
and Everett. They head his business organi- 


many of them are handled by his brother 
Everett, through Crosby Enterprises. 

That organization handles TV films, 
sport shirts and recording instruments. 
It also is involved in a frozen orange juice 
company, a vast ranch with 3,500 head of 
cattle near Elko, Nevada, and the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates baseball team (of which 
Crosby owns a share). Then, of course, 
there is Bing’s recording and radio work. 

Bing himself inspects all marketable 
items before they go into production. But 
unlike many people with gobs of money, 
he hasn’t become a “soft touch.” He’s in 
business, and he’s out to make a profit. 

He has an office in the Crosby Building, 
but does most of his work at his home 
or at his Nevada ranch. | 


Better Mousetrap Didn't Sell 


He has even built a better mousetrap, 
but the world hasn't battered down his 


_ door. Seems this mousetrap is a little 


longer than the old 10-cent type. It is 
made of aluminum, works automatically 
and can’t snap down on your finger. But 
it retails for 29 cents, and so far has been 
a flop.

§ poo GREAT blue diamond you see on this 

page (and on PARADE ’s cover) is the 
world’s most famous precious stone. 

They say it’s insured for a million dol- 
lars and they also say it’s “cursed” with a 
jinx that has brought death or disaster to 
all who have owned it. 

Actually, 90 percent of what you've 
read about the Hope Diamond is pure 
legend. Its haunting beauty with its mys- 
terious changes in color is genuine 
enough, but as a “jinx” it’s over-rated. 

The Hope’s vast lore has sprung from 
the fact that not all of its history is 
known. It appeared first in the courts of 
France in the 17th Century, brought there 
by couriers from the East. . 


Marie Antoinette Wore it—And Died 


But its “curse” lay dormant for years un- 
til it became the property of Louis XVI 
and Marie Antoinette, both of whom were 
later beheaded. 

The blue diamond, of course, had abso- 
lutely nothing to do with their deaths. 
They were killed by mobs in the French 
Revolution. But the legend grew that 
they had been “cursed by the Blue.” 

After the Revolution the diamond was 
Stolen by thieves who, in an attempt to 
disguise it, hacked a 22-carat piece off its 
Small end. It turned up years later in 


Amsterdam and passed into the hands of | 


a succession of owners most of whom

eventually died peacefully in bed, un- 
touched by “the curse.” 


Were They Cursed By ‘The Blue?’ 


Among these many owners, however, were 
the following: Lord Franvis Hope, a Brit- 
ish peer, who gave the diamond its name 
and whose wife ran off with an American 
Army officer; Habid Bey, who drowned; 
Lorens Ladue, who was murdered; Prince 
Ivan Kanitowski, who was slain by revo- 
lutionaries. 

Thirty years ago Edward Beale McLean 
bought the Hope for his wife, the spec- 
tacular Washington hostess, Evalyn 
Walsh McLean. After a full and colorful 


life, Mrs. McLean died at 60 surrounded’ 


by friends who included a bishop, a 
Senator and an associate justice of the 
Supreme Court of the U.S. The jinx didn’t 
work on Mrs. McLean. 

After her death the diamond was 
bought by Harry Winston, a New York 
jeweler who had it insured for $1,000,000. 

Winston scoffs at the curse of the Hope. 
“It’s a fabric of coincidence,” he says. 
“Diamonds have brought me nothing but 
good fortune—and so will the Hope.” 

Aithough he owns the Hope, Winston 
has never been threatened, attacked or 
robbed. Nevertheless he still follows the 
advice of his insurance brokers and re- 
fuses to let photographers take his pic- 
ture. “I’m not a bit worried,” he says. “It’s 
just that I’m taking no chances!”
